food control law, announced he 
would support-such a measure as 
absolutely necessary to get over 
ihe present emergency. 


Fess intimated he would intro- 


duce his resolution today despite 
apparent disinterestedness shown 
by many members of congress.

GRAND JURY GAS REPORT 


We trust that pur readers will carefully go over 
the , report 


of the grand jury made public in today's Times and that they will 
especially study and ponder over that part relating to the proposed 
increase'of rates for gas. The grand jury sought information upon 
ihis subject, going direct to the officers of the company which dis- 
tributes gas in Portsmouth. It was enabled to get some information 
liut other and especially important information was refused. But 
basing, its report upon the information obtained, the grand jury 
found that there 11 as nothing, so far as it could learn, that would 
jjstii'y an increase in the price of gas in Portsmouth., That is a 
ilat footed and unequivocal statement from a responsible body of 
citizens -who had been especially charged to look into the matter 
and it should carry great weight with the city council and the city 
ailmiiiibtration which has to deal with the application for a new 
franchise at au increased rite. 


In malting its report the grand jury makes tho significant 


statement that the distributing company made its new contract 
iiilh the producing company in December, 1915, or more than two 
jc,iis ago, and that this contract has eight.years more to run, 
iiot expiring until 1925. The agent of the distributing company 
iilii'n asked to tell the grand jury what the price was that was 
specified in the contract, refused to answer unless he had an oppor- 
tunity to consult counsel as to whether or not he was compelled to 
answer. The grand jury did not insist upon an answer, however, 
but it is probable that mhen further invesetigation is ordered an an- 
swer will be insisted upon. In this connection it may be said that 
ino years is a long time for any corporation to find out that it can- 
not afford to sell a commodity at a certain price. If the new con- 
liart is such that gas cannot be furnished at the old rate, why wait 
inc. years before saying anything about it!

If the gas company has any justification for its proposed action, 


it would 'havei been in a-far better'position had it simply laid its' 
hand down fi.ce up on the table and.instead of evading, would have 
gladly given all of the facts and figures at its command, showing 
rtat'it had paid for: gas, what it is paying-under the new contract, 
what its profit was under the old contract arid -what its losses are 
under the new,.if any. In the'matter of a public utility like this, 
(lie public is entitted 'to know the facts and to be shown before it 
is n?kcd to pay increased rates.

Buckwheat cakes—To make bat- 


,tcr warm one pint sweet milk and 
;one pint of water (one may lie cold 
'the other boiling), put half .this 
mixture in a stone crock, add five 
teacups buckwheat flour, beat well 
until smooth, add the rest of the 
milk and water and last a teacup 
of yeast. 
Or the siiuie ingredi- 


ents and proportion may be used 
except adding 2 tablcspoonsful of 
molasses or .sugar, and using one 
quart of water instead of the milk 
and water. Buckwheat flour when 
properly ground is free from grit. 
The grain should he run through 
the smutter with a strong blast 
before grinding and the greatest

In n collision with a s'trcet car at

4:30 Wednesday afternoon, Minther 
Clark, who was-riding a motorcycle, 
was so badly injured that his "death 
ensued at 5:15, in the operating room 
of the Hcmpstead hospital. 


His skull was crushed and he died

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GRAND JURY GAS REPORT 


We trust that our readers will carefully go over 'the "report 


of the grand jury made public in today's Times and that they will 
especially stridy and ponder over that part relating.to the proposed 
increase of rates for gas. The grand jury sought information upon 
this subject, going direct to the officers of the company which dis- 
tributes gas in Portsmouth. It was enabled to get some information 
hut other and especially important information was refused 
But 


basine its report upon the information obtained, the grand jury 
found that there was nothing, so far as it eould learn, that would 
justify an increase in the price of gas in Portsmouth. That is a 
ilat footed and unequivocal statement from a responsible body of 
citizens who had been especially charged to look into the matter 
•nd it shonlc carry great weight with the city council and the city 
administration which has to deal Tvith the application for a new 
franchise at an increased rate. 


In making its report the grand jury makes the significant 


statement that'the distributing company made its new contract 
with the producing company in December, (L915, or more than two 
years ago, and that this contract has eight years more to run, 
not expiring until 1925. 
The agent of the distributing company 


when asked to tell the grand jury what the price was that was 
specified in the contract refused to answer unless he had an oppor- 
tunity to consult counsel as to whether or not he was compelled to 
answer. The grand jury did not insist upon an answer, however, 
but it is probable that mhen further investigation is ordered an an- 
swer will be insisted upon. In this connection it may be said that 
two years is a long time for any corporation to find out that it can- • 
not afford to sell a commodity at a certain price. If the new con- 
tract is such that gas cannot be furnished at the old rate, why wait 
two years -before saying anything about ill 


If the gas company has any justification for its proposed action, 


it would have been in a far better position had it simply ,'iaid its 
hand dbwn face up on the table and instead of evading, would have 
gladly given all of the facts and figures at its command, showing 
what it "had paid for gas, what it is paying under the new contract,. 
what its profit was under the5 old contract and what its losses are 
under the new, if any. • In the matter of a public utility like this, 
the public is entitled to know the facts and to be shown before it 
is afked to pay increased rates.
